It is 
advvrtisad at •29.95. but I found it at Stacey's boot-store 
on University Avvnu* in Palo Alto ior •20. 9t.. 

Th» book Is in ths 8 by II format of th» other books in 
this series, soft boLind and with a glossy paper cover. Jt 
IS nominally 270 pages long, but this figure is deceptive 
as you Mill see shortly. The chapters of the book lead one 
through an explanation of the operations from the TRS8u 
disk controller specification sheets. None of the material 
in the book is really unavailable elsewherei the material 
is Just difficult for the naive user to figure out from the 
manufacturer's literature' The use of all the disk I/O 

commands is demonstrated with sample programs written for 
the nodal I. Hom to use routines available within popular 
operating systems is demonstrated. 

Unfortunately, what could be a good book is flawed by some 
poor present at 1 on. The book i s aimed at the Model 1 mi t h 

•minimal supplements in each section which attempt to 

explain differences between the Model I and the Model III. 
With little additional effort, the author could have 

presented the material side-by-side so that the reader 

Vould have followed either explanation. It is obviously a 
case of writing a book for the Model I and then "patching 
It" for the Model III so it could be advertised as being 
for both machines. 

The book is poorly proofread, although not as poorly as 
Kitst's Custom TR&eO book by the same company. For those 
in the club wTio are grammar nuts, the author and editors do 
have some problems understanding the proper use of English 
in thi ngs such as correct use of the sub junct i ve. For 

those of us who are less concerned with grammar, the book 
has glaring errors such as an incorrect bit pattern in a 
figure for the restore command and its associated 
di scussion. To figure this one out. one has to et. tensi vel v 
cross check wi th the Western Digital control ler 

sped f i cat Ion sheet . Thi s is a ser i ous error which a 

little bit of care coul d have el imi nated. 

The author i s not consi stent in his nami nq of commands. In 
one place he will call something by one name and then lalpr 
refer to it by another name. This makes it difficult for 
the first time reader to figure it all out. I feel, a^ a 

teacher, there is no e>:cuse for a publisher letting this 
type of thi ng get through the edi t i nq of a book . I doubt 

that IJC did much to have the .manuscr i pt read by others not 
closely connected with the bool^ and its publication. 
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I mentioned earlier that the boot; la 270 pages lona. Well, 
pages 196 ta the end mr^ Western Digital data sheets and 
•ppl 1 cat 1 on notes. Page 1 75 to 195 im a terminal proqr am. 
We* are now down to a 1 70 or so page boot- . Much of t he r e^t 
of the book consists of programs and routines which are in 
-full typewriter sized type. This is iine for use and 
l^eyi ng 1 nto the mac hi ne, but in real i ty, not all this is 
useful or even i n struct i ve to the person Mho buys the booi 
to 1 earn somethi ng . In some i n stances, proqr ams of a paqe 
or tMO are fully dupl icated hi th st.tch minor modi fications 
that they coul d have been handl ed wj th foot notes or short 
notes Hithin the or 1 gi nal program. 

Bel ng over 1 y char i table, I -feel there are perhaps lOO pages 
of usabl e instruct i v* mater lal in this book. So. at over 
♦20 ■for the book , you are paying perhaps 25 cents per paqe 
for the meat of the mater i al . 

Is thi s boot worth i f^ Onl y you can deci de. If you 1 1 kc 
pour i ng over the manufacturer ' s data sheets, the answer i s 
no. The mater i al is al 1 there for you. Is your t i me worth 
somethi ng"* Do you get frustrated tr yi nq to ♦ l gure out data 
sheets and need some assi stance"^ Then the boot- coul d be a 
bargai n. 

I am annoyed that a book which could have been VERY good ic 
onl y medi ocre. The author i s evident I y not a wr i ter . The 
edi tor is evi dent 1 y not an cdi tor . The publ i sher appears 
to have been interested i n get 1 1 ng something out t n a 
hurry. The book lacks the care that a careful and 
reputable publisher should have given it.
